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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The sole issue appears to be the sealing 
member element. Applicant argues that Satoshi does not disclose a that the sealing member thickness is set according to a pressure 
applied to the first and second glass substrates. Applicant argues that Satoshi merely discloses an O-ring of standard thickness. 
However, this O-ring has a set thickness and this set thickness meets the limitations of the claims. 

It appears that applicant is arguing that the thickness of the O-ring is variable or adjustable. However, the claim limitation, in its broad 
reading, does not require this narrow interpretation.. 
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
